READ feveral bills on private bufioefs. 

All the Judges, bat Lord Mansfield and Mr Ju- 
fice Buller, attended, to decide a very important 
cule depending fince the year 1785. It was a 
wit of error from the Coart of Exchequer in Scot- 
hind, wherein Archibald Taylor, owner of a {mall 
open buat, plaintiff, and John Blain, a Cuftomhoufe 
oficer, defendant, in error, who profecuted as well 
on behalf of his Majefty as himfelf. 

The queftion was carried through the feveral pro- 
cefles of trial, merely to determine, whether coals 
conveyed by the river Clyde to Rothfay, in the Ifle 
of Bute, are liable to duty. 

The cafe ftated to the Houfe, was, That on the 
Sth of June 1785, Blain, in his official capacity, 
ftized the boat of Taylor, in value 11. 2 s. for car- 
rying‘one chaldron and eight bufhels of coals from 
Broomielaw, in the river Clyde, within the port of 
Glafgow, and landing them at the town of Roth- 
fay, in the 1fle of Bute, which is alfo fituated on 
the river Clyde, becaufe he had not paid duty for 
the fame 
The Attorney-General, the Lord Advocate and 
Solicitor-General of Scotland, were counfel for the 
Crown; Mr Wight and Mr Campbell on the part 
of the boat owner ; and their arguments turned on 
this point —Was the river, in the fituation defcribed 
as above, to be confidered as a fea? and did the vef- 


‘fels trading thereon come within the meaning of vef- 


els trading from port to port ? 

Counfel having finithed their arguments pro and 
con. at half paft five o’clock, 

Lord. Chief Baron Eyre recapitulated the feveral 
ads of Parliament, by which it was clearly held, 
that vellels trading from one port to another, where 
the fea had an ebbing and flowing, that although 
that river interfected a country, and had locks upon 
it, yet.the paflage being from port to port, fuch vef- 
{els whether great or fmall, became liable to the 
port duties, and therefore he informed the Houle, 
the Judges were unanimoufly of opinion, 

“That the coals were thipped in the boat, and 
uahhipped to be laid on Jand, contrary to the form 
of the ftatute in that cafe made and provided, and 
that the faid boat and coals became forfeited.” 

The Lord Chancellor then put the quettion, that 
the decree of the Court of Scotland be aflirmed, and 
it was affirmed accordingly. 

The Dukes of Portland and Manchefter, Lords 
Stormont, Sidney, Bathur{t, Stanhope, King, and 
Anherit, and Lord Shannon of [reland, one of the 
new Englith Peers, were the only Lords prefent.

Drawsack on Wines, 
In a Committee of the whole. Houfe, Rr Rofe 
in the chair, 
Mr Pitt adverted to the fituation of thofe per- 
fons who having large quantities of wines on hand, 
imported previous to the prefent redudiion of the 
duties, would be confiderable fufferers, anlefs re- 
lieved by the intervention of the Legiflature.—Ie 
was certainly proper, he obferved, that. aa allow. 
ance thould be made them, proportioned to the Re- 
dudtion of the Duties ; but, it would be attended 
with many inconveniencies, if this indulgence was 
extended further than to thofe who were bona fide 
Importers of Wines. He therefore concluded by 
mofing a refulation, * that all perfons in poffefiion 
of a quantity of wine of 252 gallons and upwards, © 
on which the duties were actually paid before the 
toth of May 1787, fhould receive an allowance on 
the fame, equivalent to the Reductioa in thofe Du- 
ties which had been made by feveral acts of the pre- 
fent feffion of Parliament.” 
Mr Medley was proceeding to ftate the ineon- 
venicncies to which private perfons were fubjected 
in tranfporting their wines from one place to ano- 
ther ;—but Mr Pitt interrupted the Hon. Gentle- 
man, by reminding him, that the circum(tance which 
he had mentioned, was a matter of ditin@ confi- 
deration from the prefent bufinefs.

Newcastis Coat Trave.

Upon the whole, he ttated, that it’ appeared from

Was this 
an indication of encreafing profperity ? What thould 
we think of the Directors here, if they iffaed their 
bonds, and would not take them again in payment ? 
Would it not be confidered as a certain fymptom of 
their decline ‘in wealth, commerce, and revenue? 
It was likewife mentioned asa fabje& of exultation 
that Bengal was to fend in inveftments of one eile 
lion and an half fterling. This, he faid, would be 
the means of deftroying its profperity ; for no coun- 
try could bear to be drained that had ‘not the means 
of recruiting itfelf ; and if-you took its fpecie and 
its commodities, without it having any return of 
fpecie or commodiries, the country could no more 
exrft than a body thar was bled and purged, while 
it received no food or liquid. ‘To make a nation 
floarifh, you muft enrich, and not impoverith it. 
You might, perhaps, depend on its encreafe of agri- 
culture; but no country whatever was ever culti- 
vated where the inhabitants were poor. Encreafe 
its wealth, and you encreafe the means of improving 
its fertility. Bat to take 900,000 1. in fpecie, and 
400,c00 I. of goods to fend to China, would be the 
meaos of rendering it the refort of the tyger royal, 
inftead of man. 

With regard to the endeavours and the expetta- 
tions oft the Right Hon. Gentleman, he hoped nei- 
ther would be difappointed. No one had more than 
Limfelf the intereft of India at heart. It would

“Mr Gilbert gave notice, that the bill for the 
better relieving and employing the poor, was almolt 
ready to be laid before the Houfe ; and Sir Grego- 
ty Page Turner took occafion to obferve, that it re- 
dounded much to the honour of the Honourable 
Gentleman, who ought to be handed down to potte- 
rity for it, in letters of gold.
